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LAWYERS 
only investigating tbe effect ot blood 
serum cultures iu various diseases, 
but last year supplied medical men 
with 75,000 bottles of anti-diphtheritic 
serum, 7,500 doses cf anti-scarlatina 
serum, and 2,000 do3es of anti-dysent­ 
ery serum. In preparing the serum 
the quautity of blood taken from each 
auimal is eleven pints each time. 
This is repeated ten times a year, and 
eaoh animal kept for the purpose 
tbeiefore contributes 55 quarts of 
blood annually. 
Japanese lacquer, an Oriental pro- 
duot that remains unrivalled, is made 
of the gum of Rhus vetnicifora, culti­ 
vated iu both China and Japan, and 
gruwn elsewhere as an ornamental 
tree, 'i'be lacquer is remarkable for 
its brilliance, great endurance and 
toughness, and its resistance to aoids, 
alcohol and boiling water. 
On Wednesday night a second vote 
was taken by the members of tbe 
miuer's union of this town for the 
parpóse of deciding whether the offer 
made by the superintendents of the 
miues here would be accepted or re­ 
jected. This offer was nine bours tor 
tbe under-ground men, tbey to come 
and go on tbeir own time; tbe top 
men ten hours, the mill men twelve. 
Xbis had been voted upon and ac­ 
cepted at a previous meeting and 
many uf tbe men had returned to 
work, but owing to what was said to 
be some irregularity in the vote, it 
was taken up a second time, and the 
outcome was au even greater sur­ 
prise than the Orst vote. There were 
144 in favor of tbe strike being de­ 
clared off, with 63 in favor of it still 
continning. This was indeed a great 
surprise, a9 it had been thought that, 
in view ot the vote cast at tbe elec­ 
tion of officers held tbe night before, 
that tbe proposition would be reject­ 
ed; especially so, as there were a 
great masy members present from 
Amador and Tuolumne counties, who 
declared tbeir intention of voting for 
tbe strike to continue. However, tbe 
conservative element stood together 
and good results were had. After the 
fiDal vote had been announced and 
the news reached the street a great 
celebration was held; fireworks were 
exploded, bonfires - were lighted, and 
tbe two bands marched up and down 
the street furnishing all kinds of 
music for the 
occasion.—Angels 
Record.

Friend Emerson: 
As stated in previous letter, we 
arrived at Liverpool Aug. 12. 
Our 
baggage was taken in charge by cus­ 
tom officers and we claimed it at the 
proper station. We were asked what 
we had of dutiable nature in trunks, 
as there was none tbey took our word 
and O. K ’d. it, as we bad some cigars 
and tobacoo in our hamper we told 
them, and tbey requested us to show 
it. It was passed as the quantity was 
too small, and now w9 are sorry we 
did not bring up to tbe limit, as tbe 
prioe of tobaooo is three or four times 
as high here as with you, to say notb-. 
iug of quality or flavor. 
We procured lodgings in a private 
hotel near tbe center of the city at 5 
shillings per day, without 
board. 
As a large quantity of foodstuffs 
must he imported, the oost ot living 
is as high or higher, quantity and 
quality served, than with you. Meats 
and breadstuffs bring as much or 
more than in tbe U. S. 
We soon started sight seeing, the 
first thing that struck us was tbe 
double deck trolley cars, they are 
very convenient for sight seeing, and 
the tare is one or two pence accord­ 
ing to tbe distance, up to a certain 
poiüt it is a penny, beyond that 
another pence is collected, but the 
distance is not as great as iu Ameri­ 
can oities. 
Ail buildings are stone 
or briok with slate or tile roofs. 
There are no skyscrapers, so elevators 
are not needed. 
Tbe buildings are 
substantial, but owing to tbe narrow 
streets and small windows the rooms 
are dark, especially on cloudy days, 
wbioh so far seem to be the majority. 
The city is densely populated,and the 
buildings are ail blaok with smoke, 
which greatly mars their beauty. 
The largest building is St. George’s 
hall, where public meetings and con­ 
certs are held, also court. The court 
room while beiug flue, is not as large 
as yours, hardly any provision being 
made for loungers or the curious. 
There is a large opeo square arouDd 
tbe building, all parked and supplied 
with seats, but also with signs “ keep 
off tbe grass. ” 
Tbere are numerous 
statues, among them being large 
equestrian statues of Queen Victoria 
and Frince Albert. 
Also a statue of 
Lord beacoDsfleld and four colossal 
stone lions in fiont of tbe ball, and 
numerous statues of M. Ps. and other 
prominent public men of tbe past in 
tbe park at tbe rear. Close by is tbe 
Brown’s Free Library, also the 
Museum 
of Antiquities aud tbe 
Museum of Fine Arts, in all of which 
we spent considerable time. 
Every day tbe police band of 45 
pieces plays during the noon hour in 
front of St. George’s hall, they play 
eight pieces, the last two always 
being “ Rule Prittania” and “ God 
save the King,” and while the ciowd 
immediately melts away as soon as 
they start the flrst meatevid, ail the 
“ bobbies,” as they call the police, 
soldiers, marines and ex-soldiers’ 
oome to attention, and stand as if on 
paiade till the band stops, while the 
more patriotio citizens bare theii 
heads. 
We visited the St. Peters also St. 
Nicholas cburohes. 
All the ohurchea 
are quaint, in tbeir carvings and con­ 
structions, and each has its indivi­ 
dual peculiarity aud 
beauty. 
We 
also visited the immense docks for 
which tbis city has a wide world re­ 
putation. Tbe large market houses 
make a great display, and the flsn 
markets are a sight in the early 
morning. 
A great deal of the work, which 
you have done by negroes, Chinaman 
and Japs is here done by women. So 
mucb stone step scrubbing and brass 
door knob, bell pulling aud knoekers 
and sign polisbing to be done every 
morning, and always by women. 
Men and boys are used bere a good 
deal in place ot horses, pushing hand­ 
carts, even the parcels post is de­ 
livered by hand carts, no delivery 
system of groceries etc., to families 
like with you, if you buy it you c$rry 
it. 
Most ot tbe horses used aie very 
large, heavy and slow stepping, pull 
heavy loads iu two wheel oarts or 
drays, but the streets are the best 
paved aud cleanest I bave seen. Tbe 
street cleaning being done by large 
boys not men, twioe a day. 
Every­ 
thing moves slow, even the trolleys, 
no danger of getting ran over by any­ 
thing. Business does not begin be 
fore 11 a. in., except tbe markets. 
Altbougb tbere are many ale bouses, 
you do not see tbe rushing, in and 
out ot them like in American pities. 
You must also look sharp to Uud 
a barber shop, bair-outtiug 1 to 3 
pence and shaving 2 pence. No won­ 
der they have no French plate mirror 
parlors, with their bydraulio chairs. 
The chemist shops, as drug stares aie 
named here, are also small, dingy, 
150 years 
bebind-tbe-time9 affairs, 
charge fully as mucb as iu California, 
but as tbe people bere bave not the 
drug swallowing mauia, tbey do little 
business. Tbere are some very nice 
stores in other lines, one being atter 
tbe Emporium style. 
Tne weather has been very cool, 62 
degrees 01 less ou au average, with 
showers. We always carry umbrellas. 
We eujoyed onr sightseeing hero fot 
three days, and were nicely treated 
by every one we met, especially tbe 
“ bobbies,” who are a flue looking 
set of men and as tar as 1 know not 
gratters. 
Saturday Aug. 24, we re­ 
sumed our journey of wbicb more 
hereafter.

Mike Tovey, 
the express mess­ 
enger of Wells Fargo’s Express Com­ 
pany on the lone stage line, wb9 shot 
and instantly killed while making 
the trip to Jackson on tbs stage in 
June, 1894, by a highwayman in a 
ambush about two miles east of the 
Mountain Spring house. Bill Evans, 
a half-witted fellow, was arrested for 
the crime In Calaveras county, sheriff 
Thorn being at that time tbe exeout- 
ive officer. A large reward was offer­ 
ed for tbe arrest and conviotion ot 
the perpetrator. The case was vigor­ 
ously prosecuted in the superior 
court of this county. 
John F. Davis 
was then superior judge, and R. C. 
Rust district attorney. 
D. B. Spag- 
noli was appointed by the court to 
defend tbe accused, and he was a 
assisted at the trial by Samuel Dun­ 
lap of Stockton. 
The deteotives of 
Wells Fargo were not satisUed that 
Evans was tbe guilty man, and tbe 
sheriff’s offloe in Amador county 
shared in these doubts. 
But the 
officers of Calaveras pressed the prose­ 
cution, the substantial money reward 
being au incentive 111 that direction. 
Evans was convicted, on what was 
deemed by maby rather slim evidenoe. 
He was sentenced to life imprison­ 
ment in San Quentin, and has served 
thirteen years in that institution. 
Nothing ba9 
since 
occurred to 
strengthen the impression of his 
gnilt, but rumors have been afloat at 
different times that an effort would 
be made to secure his release on 
parole or a pardon. 
Now comes the Call of Monday 
last, and c laims that tbe innocence 
of the convict has been established, 
and that he will shortly be released. 
That paper says: 
Atter having served 13 years in San 
Quentin penitentiary, it developed 
yesterday that William Evans, one of 
tbe oonviots, is an innocent man. 
Proof positive tbat be did not com 
mit the crime for wbioh he was sen­ 
tenced is now in the hands of tbe 
proper authorities. 
The judge who 
passed the sentence declares Evans is 
innocent, the man who prosecuted 
him made deathbed statements that 
he was innocent, and in a short time 
Evans will be allowed to leave tbe 
penitentiary, minus 13 years ot life. 
Against Evans were arrayed a num­ 
ber ot officials, eager to share a large 
reward offered for the conviction of 
the perpetrator of the crime. Despite 
his pleadings a jury found against 
bim. 
For 13 years he has played tbe 
part of a convict. 
For 13 years he 
brooded over the injustice which bad 
robbed bim of life, to know at last 
that his innocence has been prbved 
and that be may take his piaoe among 
his fellows as an equal. 
Early m 1894 a daring attempt at 
highway robbery took place in Ama­ 
dor connty, in which messenger Tovey 
was shot dead. A reward was offered 
for their capture and in a short time 
Evans, a logger, was arrested. Evans 
had served a snort term in San 
Quentin once before on a similar 
cbarge. 
Concerning 
this former 
affair be bad declared tbat he was 
drunk and entered a bouse wbioh was 
robbed that night. Tbe evidence in 
ths case was very Blender, but it was 
sufficient to send Evans to tbe peni­ 
tentiary. 
When brought to trial a 
second time, tbe fact tbat he ¡bad 
served time weighed heavily against 
him. 
Confronted by a chain of. circum­ 
stantial evidence forged fraudulently 
by bis prosecutors, Evans conld only 
offer denials. But of what avail were 
tbe denials of an ex-convict? He bad 
only Ills word against that of the 
offloers of tbo Jaw, and the latter 
won. The jury found him gnilty and 
judge John F. Davis sentenced ¡him 
to tbe penitentiary tor life. ¡The 
prison door shut behind him and 
Evans was blotted out of existenoe. 
The logger became a thing with a 
number, remembered by few and 
cared for by none. 
Y'ear after year 
be led tbe life of a convict. 
The 
rankling bitterness and brooding at 
tbe injustice of it all stamped them­ 
selves on his features, but he worked 
on patiently, quietiy, hoping tbat 
some day something would occur 
which would give him back bis 
liberty. 
Tbe “ something” ooourred when 
one of bis prosecutors died a short 
time ago. 
Nothing definite was 
known, but it was íumored that he 
bad confessed on his deathbed tbe 
railroading ot Evans to tbe peniten­ 
tiary. 
Evans bad been forgotten. 
For 
years be bad been a number—nothing 
more—and tbere was none to tlgbt for 
bim. Then tbe rumors started afresh 
aud tbe American sense of justice 
and desire for fair play resulted in 
tbe matter being taken to the proper 
authorities. 
At a meeting of tbe prison directors. 
United States Attorney Robert T. 
Devlin and Tirey L. Ford were ap­ 
pointed a oommittee of two to in­ 
vestigate Evans’ case; but Ford was 
engaged iu Ughting bis own liberty, 
aud Evaus, 
in tbe oells at San 
Quentin, was kept waiting. 
in tbe meantime, detective John N. 
Thacker of tbe Wells, Fargo express 
company interested himself in the 
affair, and after a great deal of 
trouble obtained proof of tbe man’s 
innocence. 
Judge Davis, who had 
tried E vbds passed lpon the proof 
and declared Evans innocent. 
War­ 
den Johu E. Hoyle of Sau Quentin 
said the same. 
Now Evans is waiting in the peni­ 
tentiary until tbe neaessary legal step 
shall bave been taken tor bis release. 
Within a few weeks he will pass out 
tbrought tbe penitentiary gates a free 
mau.

Eyes differ, and naturalists have 
only a very imperfect understanding 
of what tbe various animals cau see, 
but from late experments Leon J. 
Cole, a Harvard zoologist, finds that 
insects and reptiles may be divided 
by tbe acuteness of tbeir vision into 
four types. The flrst, of wbicb the 
earthworm is a representative, is 
without eyes, a sensitive skin enabl­ 
ing it to distinguish between dark­ 
ness and lignt. 
A second type has 
visual organs, but tbey form no de­ 
finite images aucj are affected only by 
tbe intensity and direction of tbe 
light. 
Creatures of tbe third type 
bave eyes tbat distinguish between 
equally lighted objects of different 
size. In the fourth type, the .eyes 
perceive objects, and vision is mucb 
like our own. Just what is the use 
of the many small images formed by 
tbe compound eyes ot inseots is still 
uncertain. 
Electro-chemistry is in its infancy, 
but its produots already include 
mineral and artificial organic colors 
tbat promise to beoome serious com­ 
petitors of tbe coal-tar dyes. 
The 
new coloring matters are precipitatéd 
by the electrio current from suitable 
solutions. 
In this way Soheeie’s 
green, 
Berlin 
green, 
vermilion, 
Japanese red, cherry red, cadmium 
yellow, 
zino 
white and 
certain 
organio oolors are now obtained on 
a commercial scale, and tbe list will 
doubtless be rapidly extended. 
A curious mirage reported by Dr. 
C. G. Knott was seen in South Africa 
by members ot a cadet corps. 
With 
the town ot Worcester behind them, 
tbey saw about four miles oil, appar­ 
ently on the other side ot the river, a 
reoognizable image of the town itself. 
A strange phenomenon in a land of 
strange natural history is the recent 
transformation of one of New Zea­ 
land’s harmless insect eating birds 
into a flerce and cruel bird of prey. 
Less than forty years ago a number of 
curiously torn sheep were brought to 
tbe notice of some farmers and about, 
tbe carcasses were seen several speci­ 
mens ot the kea, a mountain parrot 
found only in the South island, 
where it ted on inseots and berries. 
Convicted on this feeble circum­ 
stantial evidence, tbe kea bas been 
regarded as the slaughterer of thou­ 
sands ot sbeep that have been since 
destroyed. To give the accused bird 
a fair trial aud settle an important 
scientific question. 
Prof. Ü. R. 
Marriner, of Canterbury College, bas 
been lately seeking more conclusive 
evidence than that recorded, and has 
succeeded in finding over thirty men 
who have witnessed the killing. One 
or two ut tbe keaa usually attack a 
selected sbeep 
with tbeir strong 
beaks, while other look on and come 
in for a share of the spoil. 
Dr. A. 
R. Wallace and others have asserted 
tbat tbe kidney is sought as a special 
delicacy, but it appears instead that 
tbe handiest portion of the flesh is 
torn out and eaten. 
Prof. Marriner 
favors the theory that the birds 
acquired a taste for meat while bunt­ 
ing maggots ou dead sbeep. 
Chain lightning and other lum in­ 
ous phenomena Dear earthquakes bave 
been attributed to friction of the 
rocks. Noticing that a chalk pit near 
bis house seemed to glow at times 
with a varying light, Prof. John 
Milne has exposed strips ot photo- 
grapbio paper moved by clockwork 
near the rock in the Isle of Wight 
and in Cornwall, and development 
bas shown curious spots, bauds aDd 
other markings, with intervals of 
many days with uu record. 
These 
dark patches cannor be imitated by 
electrio discharges. 
The physical effects of several days 
of automobiling npon both normal 
and anaemic persons are found by A. 
Mouneyrat to be those of a stay in 
the mountains—red blood being in­ 
creased, with stimulation ot respira­ 
tion, circulation and nervous system. 
Several etber explosions that occurr­ 
ed in cbemieal works in 1906 have 
beeu iuvestigated by Dr. M. Riohter, 
and it is shown tbat tbe evaporation 
of very vulatile liquids may cbarge 
objects in contact with electricity 
and give riHe to sparks. 
In a few 
instances, men boldiDg a funnel 
through which etber was being poured 
bave received shocks and even seen 
sparks. 
Wool agitated with ilght 
either became positively oharged with 
a potential as Ligb as 2,000 volts, but 
the charge was much slighter with 
heavier etber. Evaporation of carbon 
bisulphide may give a charge up to 
13,000 volts, makiug it surprlsiug 
that this substance is not often 
ignited spontaneously by sparking. 
Addition of some impurity may lessen 
risk iu some cases, and one-hundredth 
of one per cent of magnesium oleate 
prevents danger 
of tbe electrical 
sparking of benzine. 
It is recom­ 
mended that in handling these liquids 
all metallic vessels, retorts and pipes 
bave good earth connection and glass 
or earthenware funnels be used in­ 
stead of metal.

ffesb. 
Inflammation and deatb ara 
tbe result. In captivity tbe elephants 
tbink tbey are in danger of tbe dead­ 
ly chacanas wben tbey see a moose.

The board of supervisors have fixed 
the tax levy for the current year, tor 
State and county purposes, at 32 on 
each 1100. This is the same as last 
jfear, notwithstanding a material in- 
t 


rease, arbitrarily in the assessed 
aiuation of property, amounting to 
S&bout a quarter cf a million over the 
assessment of last year. For the past 
fonr yesrs the rate has been held at 92 
on the 9100. 
For the sake of com­ 
parison, we 
publish in parallel 
columns the levy for the various 
funds for the past five years, so that 
our readers will be able to see wbere 
the increased expense comes in.

It was hoped that the increased 
assessment roll would enable tbe 
supervisors to make a reduction in 
the tax rate. 
This hope has proved 
fallacious, as it usually does in Bach 
oases. 
The increase of property 
valuation acta rather as a stimulus to 
exact more money for governmental 
purposes from taxpayers, by simply 
allowing tbe total levy to remain the 
same as the previous year. 
On a 
valuation of 95,714,713, leaving tbe 
exemption of the citv of Jaokson 
from road and bridge taxes out of 
consideration, 92 on the 9100 will 
give a revenue of 9114,294, or an 
average of more than 91 per head per 
month tor every man, woman and 
child within the limits of Amador 
county— which is probably tbe com- 
pactest county in tbe state, and 
therefore should be one uf the most 
economically governed. 
For tbe current expense fund the 
revenue will be over 934,000. 
For 
roads and bridges nearly 930,000, and 
with the road poll tax the amount 
will be swelled to nearly 935,000 that 
would be available for road mainten­ 
ance by tbe supervisors. 
Except, 
however, that property within tbe 
city limits of Jackson will be exempt 
from tbe road and bridge levies. For 
school parpóse the sum raised will be 
less than 919,000; to which will be 
added the amount received trom the 
state. 
it is evideut that as a rule property 
holders will be called upon this year 
to pungle up more money in settle­ 
ment of tbe exactions of the toll 
gatherer than they were last year. 
The abnormal increase in the de­ 
mand for bridge construction this 
year will be given as tbe main reason 
for the extra money required. 
Five 
nridges are to he constructed, three 
of them joint bridges, tbe cost ot 
which will fall equally upon Amador 
and 
neighboring counties. 
bully 
911,006 will be raised by the levy oi 
19% cents for that fund. 
Hut there 
is always something comes in tbe way 
to prevent a reduced tax rate, and the 
cost ot the local government goes on 
piling up from year to year, with its 
bad effect upon the ..prosperity of tbe 
coanty. 
In Ei Dorado they have a 
tax rate of 92--the same as in ama­ 
dor. 
Tbe Republican commenting 
opon this heavy toll in the way of 
dead investment, says it is an in 
vltation to those who are in the 
county to retire from it, rather tbau 
an inducement for new settlers to 
come in. 
Within tbe city limits of Jackson 
tbe state and coanty rate will be 
81.47%, and the city rate 70 cents, 
making a total 82.17%. 
The heavy 
expense tor road and bridge mainten­ 
ance does not fall upon the incorpor­ 
ated city, and that ia certainly a re­ 
deeming feature of this year.

persons constitute the mere driftwood 
on the ocean of life. Others, while 
appreciating the good will of their 
fellows at its true worth, tefuse lo 
depart from what they believe to be 
tbe path of right in order to gain it. 
This course may prove outwardly 
stormy, but tends to seif-coutentment 
and satisfaction.

pow er engine to move our globe a foot. 
The boiler th a t should feed this engine 
would vaporize a quantity of w ater 
th at would cover the whole face of the 
globe w ith u layer 300 feet deep. The 
vaporization of this w ater would re­ 
quire 4,000 million-million tons of coal. 
This coal, carried In cars holding ten 
tons each and having a total length of 
thirty feet, would require 400 million- 
million cars, w hich would reach 80,­ 
000,000 tim es around the earth. 
This 
train, moving at the rate of forty 
miles an hour, would take more than 
5,000,000 
years 
to 
travel 
its 
own 
length. 
It would require for storage a 
shed th a t would cover 1,000 tim es the 
area of Europe. 
If w e realize th a t this fantastically 
huge am ount of energy Is nothing at 
all compared w ith w hat the earth pos­ 
sesses in virtue of its rotation about its 
axis, its revolution about the sun and 
its translation in space w ith the solar 
system , of which the earth is but an 
Infinitesimal p art of the universe, we 
m ay get some idea of th e im portance 
of m an in the universe and estim ate 
his incom m ensurable pride a t Its ju st 
value.

H is “gun w as not cocked,” he 
“stubbed his toe ju st as the bird rose” 
or some equally w eak explanation Is 
made, or else he lays all the blam e on 
his dogs, whose thoughts, could they 
but express them , It w ould be interest­ 
ing to In terp ret 
The best w ing shooters do not close 
one eye In aim ing, nor do they follow 
the bird in its flights w ith the muzzle 
of th e gun, but closing one eye Is ad­ 
m ittedly better th an tightly shutting 
both, as m any young would be sports­

It Gets Its Name From the Cutting, 
Not From the Stone. 
The true natu re of a cameo is very 
much m isunderstood by the public gen­ 
erally. Most people think it Is the stone 
Itself, when In reality the method of 
cutting is w hat produces the cameo. 
The real m eaning of the word is un­ 
known, Its derivation having never 
been discovered; but, correctly speak­ 
ing, cameos are sm all sculptures exe­ 
cuted in low relief on some substance 
precious either for its beauty, rarity or 
hardness. 
There are em erald cameos, turquoise 
cameos, shell cameos, coral cameos. 
Indeed, any substance th at lends itself 
to carving in such m inute detail can 
be used for cameo cutting, and nearly 
pll precious stones, except diamonds, 
have been so used for intaglios, but 
never for cameos. Em erald Is the most 
common precious stone from which 
cameos have been made, and there are 
some very fine em erald portrait cam­ 
eos 
in 
existence, 
notably 
those 
of 
Queen E lizabeth in the B ritish muse­ 
um. Shell cameos w ere first made in 
the fifteenth century. 
Banded onyx is generally used for 
cameo work because of its hardness 
and coloring, and it is this fact th at has 
caused the misapprehension, the stone 
being used so much in m aking cameos 
th at it has now become better known 
as “cameo” than by Its right nam e.—

“B iting and poisonous ants are an­ 
other pest, but the mosquito Is the 
great enemy of man. 
I t w as abso­ 
lutely necessary to turn In half an 
hour before sunset and to m ake all 
the preparations for the n ig h t I piled 
all my belongings round the edge of 
my net and kept a green wood fire 
burning a t each end, and then I lay 
Inside, smoked the native tobacco and 
prayed for morning. 
As soon as the 
sun w ent down the m osquitoes started 
operations. 
“It w as like having a tam e w hirl­ 
w ind In one’s tent. 
They could not 
possibly 
have 
been worse. 
Every 
night 200 or 300 contrived to enter my 
net*-I havo no Idea how.

pernicious and poisonous kind w as a 
very sm all black m osquito th a t m ight 
possibly have penetrated th e mesh.
